FOOD ADMINISTRATION. 


President Wilson has explained what he hopes to 


accomplish by the aid of the legislation he has 
asked Congress to enact for the control of the food 
situation. The statement published in Sunday's 


TRIBUNE sets forth clearly the President's views. 
The objects sought to be served are, "full inquiry 
into existing available stocks of foodstuffs and into 
costs and practices of the various food producing 
and distributing trades; the prevention of all un- 
warranted hoarding of every kind and of the control 
of foodstuffs by persons who are not in any legiti- 
mate sense producers, dealers or traders; the re- 


• quisitioning, when necessary for public use, of food 
supplies and of the equipment necessary for han- 
dling them properly; the licensing of wholesome and 
legitimate mixtures and milling percentages and 
. tiie prohibition of the unnecessary or wasteful use 
of foods." 


Authority also is sought to fix prices ia order to 


guarantee the farmers, when necessary, a minimum 
price which will insure them a profit where" they are 
asked to attempt new crops, and to secure the con- 
sumer against extortion by breaking up corners and 
attempts at speculation when they occur, while fix- 
ing temporarily a reasonable price at which middle- 
men. must serve.

food administration and has indicated his willing- 
ness to serve In this capacity, providing he may do 
BO without pay anad that he may have the assistance 
of workers under the same voluntary condition. Mr. 
Hoover's idea is that adequate control of food pro- 
duction, distribution and consumption may be ex- 
ercised by inviting the people voluntarily to co- 
operate with, the Government. 


Mr. Hoover's- faith in the ability of democracy 


to discipline itself during a great national crisis 
will, we believe, be justified. 
Certainly this would 


be the better way, for if the extraordinary powers 
asked by the Government have to be applied in order 
to force consideration of the needs of the nation a 
very hard and onerous period of bureaucratic con- 
trol will be upon the' country. 


In a word, President Wilson and Mr. Hoover be- 


lieve that the people will willingly subject thern-j 
selves to rules of economy and for the avoidance of 
waste. They plan to test the efficacy of popular 
cooperation with the Government before enforcing 
thorough supervision and drastic regulation of the 
households and the business of production. They 
are also agreed, as are the people, that the selfish 
speculator and market gambler, whose sole purpose 
is to extort tribute from the producer and con- 
sumer, must be suppressed. 


While this proposed Government regulation is an 


absolutely new thing in the history of the United 
State? it vf?tp upon obvious npcpp«itip«: 


TO COMMANDEER PRIVATE SHIPS. 


The three and one-third billion-dollar military 


deficiency bill which was passed by the Senate Sat- 
urday, and which has already passed the House, 
contains a provision authorizing the Government to 
impress into service any privately-owned ships 
needed for carrying commerce, military supplies or 
for aiding in the defense of the coast lines. It will 
clothe the Government with authority to comman- 
deer any vessels that may be useful. 


It is claimed that this power is necessary. Shortly 


after the declaration of war the Government ap- 
pointed a board of appraisers to fix the values of 
such private ships as it might wish to take over. 
These appraised values were made the basis of nego- 
tiations between the Government and the owners 
for the purchase or lease of the vessel. Under this 
plan several hundred vessels have gone into Govern- 
ment service. They include some of the finest pri- 
vate yachts in the country, many of. which have been 
tendered free or under a nominal lease. 


But Asistant Secretary of the iNavy Roosevelt re- 


ports that there are about two hundred owners who 
refuse to sell their vessels at the appraised prices 
and some have refused to sell at any. price. He 
claims that in many instances ships desired by the 
navy have been put into dry dock under the pre- 
tense that they needed repairs. On many no work 
has been1 done, while the docks and yard facilities 
are blocked against ships that do need repairs.
